Construction of the road oyer Prado dam before the 
year's end::was-séen today as a result: of the final agreement.) 
reached yesterday in Los Angeles between representatives of 
San Bernardino and Riverside counties, U.S. army engineers 


and the state division of highways. 


With the state and department of justice agreeing to 
drop all suits and litigations, the army agreed to pay the 
counties $650,000 for construction of .the road which would 
extend Euclid avenue over me. dam into Orange county and 


to the beaches. 

With interested parties agreed, 
only details remain to be worked 
out in Washington between the 
army and justice department, ac- 
cording to Frank Mogle, chair- 
man of the county supervisors, 
who attended the meeting. 

While it is difficult to deter- 
mine just how long it will take 
before official government = ap- 
proval is given in Washington to 
the agreement, Mr. Mogle was 
optimistic that work on the road 
may be started before the end of 
the year. 

Give Share \ 

Upon the receipt of the money 
from the army, both San Bernar- 
dinéd and Riverside counties would 
turn their share over to the State 
of California, which in turn would 
add another $450,000 and proceed 
with construction of the million- 
dollar project.

The mat- 
ter was revived several months 
ago by the Ontario chamber of 
commerce highway committee un- 
der the chairmanship of Fred 
Price. . Official and civic bodies 
both in Upland and Ontario en- 
dorsed the resolution prepared by 
Mr. Price, which was then for- 
warded to California Senators and 
Congressman Harry R. Sheppard, 
the latter finally taking up the 
matater in Washington with the 
proper officials. From then on 
events have moved swiftly lead- 
ing to the agreement yesterday.

Plane Attains 
90 Mile Speed 


PADSTOW, Eng. (®) — A 
small, pilotless rocket plane, 
launched by a ‘British bomber 
high above the Atlantic, attained 
a speed estimated at 900 miles an 
hour today in an experiment to 
determine the effects of flights 
faster than sound. 

The plane .was the first of a 
group to be used by the supply 
ministry in» experiments with 
super-sonic speed. 

The experiments were expected 
to produce valuable data about 
performances of ultra high-speed 
aircraft as they approached and 
surpassed the speed of sound, 
which varies from about 660 miles 
an hour at sea level to 760 miles 
an hour at 30,000 feet. 

The robot today was cut loose 
nearly seven miles above earth, 
at 37,000 feet, at a point 15 miles 
west of the Scilly Islands. 

It was adjusted to dive into the 
sea after about 20 miles.

Explosive Balkans Issue Brings 


Showdown Betwe 


LAKE SUCCESS (#)—A fiery 
windup of general debate over the 
explosive Balkans issue brought 
the United Nations assembly’s po- 
litical committee nearer today to 
a showdown choice between the 
United States and Soviet Russia. 

After one of the most tumult- 
uous debates in United Nations’ 
history, the 57-nation group turn- 
ed to consideration of a hatch of 
resolutions with chances appar- 
ently gone for a compromise of 
the clash between Russia and the 
western powers. 

The immediate issue boiled 
down to a decision between two 
basic proposals for dealing with 
the quarrel between American- 
supported Greece and her Soviet- 
backed Balkan neighbors: 

1. The American _ resolution 


en-U.S., Russia 


charging Albania, Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia with aggression and 
calling for a new border-watch to 
take the place of the defunct 
Balkans _ investigating commis- 
sion set up by the security coun- 
cil. 

2.. Russia’s demand that foreign 
troops be withdrawn from Greece 
and that a U. N. commission be 
set up to make sure that any eco- 
nomic aid is “solely in the inter- 
ests of the Greek people’’. 

Some delegates thought the de- 
cision might be reached before 
the week-end, but the Balkans 
dispute promised to continue 
through most of the remainder, of 
the assembly session. The as- 
sembly itself must make the final 
decision bya two-thirds vote af- 
ter the committe@ has acted.
